Efore I proceed to ſigniſie the ſeveral cauſes which I believe 
and know to be the chieſeſt ſubſtantial matter of the ground 
of George Fox's diſowning of me, and warning Friends of 
me; I ſhall in the living truth open my heart, and unſold my 
breaſt innocently and nakedly unto you, concerning this 
particular: That the truth of God maniſeſt amon 
Friends, I never did, neither do I diſown, God is my wit- 
| neſs, but in the tear of the pure God I declare it. I con- 
fes and own that there is no othet truth or way of ſalgation but what hath 
been, and is manifeſt amongſt Friends that abide in their. meaſares of living 
knowledge given of God; neither did I ever deny or ſorſake Friends A ſſem- 
bliet, —. ſuch thing: may be falſly charged againſt me; but this 4 do teſti- 
as! fie unto yoù in the name and truth of God, that G. F. and ſome of his ſer- 
/* wants have endeavoured to ſhut me out from among you, both by their revi- 
ling words and — . poſing thereby to take away the ſtrength of the X 
teſtimony of truth God in his mercy hath maniteſted in me, at al ſo to keep him — 
from ownivg publike judgement for theſe crimes and capital offences hereaſ- 
ter mentioned and charged againſt him, which ſubtile evaſion in the Light of 
K truth and righteouſneis is ſeen and diſowned, and as he hath cauſed others to 
— confeſs and acknowledge thei: offences 5 and to own publike judgement for 
them, according to his own Law and Rule ho ought to do the ſarge, and this is 
no other but really according to che Law of Equity, to tr a man by his own 
Law, or meaſure him by his own Rulez ſo 12 to call him to an account for 
his offences, as he hath called others, is juſt and righreous before God & jus 
men, it is but the ſame meaſure he hath meaſured to others, ( as may be pro- 
ved which is meaſured to him again; and many, or the moſt part of theſe 
— things which are now charged againſt him, hath been charged upon bim two 
years ago, and ſeveral of bis own boſom-ſriends nominated to have thehear- 
ing of them, as John Bolton, Gerard Roberts, Gilbert Laytie, and ſeveral othe:s 
_ I deſired might have the examination and tryal of theſe things, and 
judge of them —— they found them, in, and by the Zaw of truth and _

— that he acknowledgeth himſelf guilty of tnem; ſor he that is clear 
from guilt, need not fear the judgement of truth; but the guilty arts aſide, 
and he hides himſelf ffom judgement ; but I know that judgement will find 
him out, he cannot, nor ſhall not eſcape it. And now my dear friends, I ſhall 
clearly and innocently ſigniſie unto you why I do publiſh theſe things; Not in 
7 enmity, God is my Witneſs, Ihave no prejudice in my heart againſt the man, 
but becauſe the Lord hath laid it upon me, and I dare not difobey the Lord 
herein. I could have been willing to have bornit all, and have buried all theſe 
things in the Land of everlaſting Oblivion, if the God of my life had not laid 
it upon me; for I take no pleaſure in laying open of any mans nakedne ſi or 
weakneſs, or diſcovering any mans offences, crimes or tranſgreſſions, nor in the 
publication of ſuch thipgs ; but I ſee that God is juſtia all bis ways & works, 
— and 
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/ in ſceking to exalt themſelyes over the people which have had a high efteem of 
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and will render to man ajuft recompence of reward according to his work 
ſo that as & F, hath been very active in ſearching afterthe knowledge of the 
failings and offences of others, and in publiſhing of them, and in uſing ſeyeri- 
ty towards the offendors , now it is the will pleaſure of thejuit God to 
have his offences made manifeſt and publiſhed; & hereia this Scripture comes 
to be fulklled, There is nothing hid, hat chall not be revealed; whas is done in fa” 
cret, Shall be revealedon the howſe top, &. 30 that dear Friends, ſtand ſingle in 
the naked truth, and iathe impartial judgement, and you will ſte that the ma- 
_— and the publication of theſe things —— this man, is juſt at the 
hand of the righteous God, and mine, who hath no other end in it, but to an- 
ſyer the miod of the Lord, who wil make manifeſt the hidden things of dark - 
ceſs, and bring to light that which hath been veiled in obſcurity, that nothing 
may ſtand before him but purity and naked ſimplicity in his choſen people: 
And whereas George Fox hath called himſelf the Son of God, and alſo ſaid, z 
am the Seed, which he might as well have ſaid, I am Chriſt; (for we know that 
the Seed is Chriſt) I do deſire Friends io judge impartially of his fruits, whe- 
ther or no the SonorSeed of God ever brought forth ſuch things as theſe 
that follows ? And whether or no ſuch have not been, and are yer deceived, 
who have eſtee med, and do eſteem him infallible 2 

And though he hath been inhis day and time ſerviceable in the work of the 
Lord, yet that will not ſave him from judgement in the day of his tr anſgreſſi- 
on. So long as he ſtood innocent and faithful, God honored him with the glo- 
ry of his preſence, and proſpered his work in his hand, and he was ſeen by ma-

the earth aha be abvlithed, and that the hawghihneſs of man thall be laid low; ſo that
